Normal Hcbools, built by 


this stat* for the training of teachers, 
to bo established and conducted by 
private enterprise, hardly appears 
feasible, when it is known that we 
have two institutions of this charac- 
ter supported by the liberal hand of 
the state. Tho question may be se 
riously asked, if not more than two, 
and they absolutely free for tuition, 
can bo sustained in Illinois, how can 
any one hope to succeed without 
state patronage? 
There must be a 


weakness in our state institutions, or 
the plan is not practicable. But what 
in done in other states, even with the 
competition of state institutions, can 
be done 
hxs ten 
private enterprise and securing very 
little aid from tho state towards free 
tuition. They are all well sustained. 
Ohio has several, aud at least one 
very large one without any state aid. 
Indiana has at least one with .hun- 
dreds of students, which does not re- 
ooive any state aid, and which is a 
source of larpo profit to its stock- 
holders. 
Stale institutions appear 


to become more dependent, and 
Bpi'Uil tworo tiiuo arid eflort in pe- 
cunug ,thcir unmial appropriations 
than in making the institutions well 
worthy the ntitue. Boarding schools, 
und particularly those for the educa- 
tion of teacherb can be made profita- 
ble, and at the same time a source 
from which shall flow iuestiranble 
blessings to the public schools of the 
state. It is in the primary schools, 
that we need butter teachers and bet- 
tor teaching. The boy or girl who
